Cl^vclaad, O., May 13.—With Presi- 


tLat Winder at their head, the execu- 
tive committee of the Ohio Coal Oper- 
ators' association held a meeting here 
to discuss the matter of opening a 
number of mines now closed by rea- 
son of the strike. When adjournment 
was taken President Winder said 
nothing had been decided upon and 
that the committee merely met and 
talked over the situation. From Steu- 
benville comes the report that the op- 
erators are determined to open mines 
in that vicinity with nonunion men 
and break the power of the union. A 
force of detectives has been engaged, 
stockades are being built and every 
preparation is being made to resist 
any opposition from the union men. 
Meetings have been held by miners 
at Ramsey, Crow Hollow, Bradley, Oil 
lonvale, Dunglen, Glen Run, Herrick 
Converville and Robeyville, at which 
the plans, of the union men for com- 
bating the effort to reopen the mines 
with nonunion men were gone over 
and instructions given. The force of 
detectives at the mines in this vicin 
ity is now estimated to number 150 
men. Sheriff Vorhees has refused to 
swear in the latter as deputy sheriffs 
they not being residents of the county 
The Anderson mine at Warrenton has 
been started, the miners' demands be 
ing granted. All miners have desert 
ed the towns at the Witch Hazel and 
Wabash mines since tlie strike began 


It is understood that the effort to be 


made at reopening the mines next 
Monday will be principally confined to 
those in the eastern part of the state. 
The operators believe that they can 
carry on a more successful campaign 
against the strikers by operating only 
a part of the mines at first.

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U. S. Naturalization Law is Just a Ghastly Joke 


Washington, May IS.—The house, in 


committee of the whole, considered 
the so-called naturalization bill, which 
has been a continuing order for two 
months. Mr. Wharton (111.) made h*s 
siaiJcn appearance as a debater on 
the floor of congress in opposition to 
the educational test provision or the 
bill. After an hour's general discus- 
sion of the bill to establish a bureau of 
immigration and naturalization the 
committee began the consideration of 
the bill under the five-minute rule. 
"Naturalization is a farce in this coun- 
try," said Mr. Hepburn (la.). In 50 
years, he said, he had known but one 
refusal on the part of a judge to nat- 
uralize an alien. "It is a notorious 
fact," remarked Mr. Hepburn, "that 
courts admit men as a matter of 
course. The naturalization law is 
looked upon as a joke."

A 
full synopsis of the leport was sent tot 
congress on May 4. The reyort of Mr. 
Garfield is a comprehensive one and 
covers 300 printed pases. 
In support j 


of the various allegations he prints 
bodily in the leport copies of wajbills, 
letters of railway officials bearing on 
transactions with agents of the Stand- 
ard Oil and independent oil compa- 
nies, special oil tariffs of various rail- 
roads, bills of lading, blind bills ot 
lading and secret understandings and 
agreements of the several railroad 
companies named with the Standard 
Oil company. The testimony of the 
employes of railroads Is given, in con- 
firmation of the bureau's charge that 


there was a concealment of rates 
granted the Standard OH company. 


The report further shows the estab- 


lishment of through rates from small, 
inconsequential and in many instances'" 
obscure points, near large shipping 
centers, and the filing of the tariffs 
with the interstate commerce commis- 
sion as evidence that th« rates were 
not secret. But Mr. Garfield maintains 
that by this arrangement the rates 
were effectively secret, because any 
shipper other than the Standard Oil 
company In applying for rates would 
be given the published rates from 
other places in the ricinity of small 
points referred to, which, in every 
case, were considerably higher. 


In submitting to the president th» 


full report of the inquiry Commission- 
er Garfield wrote a letter to him in- 
viting to his attention seme at th« 
published comments on the oil report, 
attributed to certain railroad oftdals 
and representatives of the oil trust.
